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The rankings published July 10 show PBCC at 
ninth in the nation for the number of two-year 
degrees awarded in all disciplines for 1997-1998. 
Thats a jump of jour notches over the previous 
academ ic year when the College placed 13th. The 
College also ranked 15th nationally in the num¬ 
ber of degrees awarded in health professions and 
related sciences. 


PBCC ranks in 
top 10 nationwide 

Palm Beach Community College has 
climbed onto die list of the top 10 insti¬ 
tutions in the country in awarding asso¬ 
ciate degrees, according to a national 
education newspaper. 

The publication, Community College 
Week , also places PBCC among the top 
producers of health-related degrees and 
associate degrees earned by minorities. 

The rankings published July 10 show 
PBCC at ninth in the nation for die 
number of two-year degrees awarded in 
all disciplines for 1997-1998. That’s a 
jump of four notches over the previous 
academic year when the College placed 
13th. The College also ranked 15th 
nationally in the number of degrees 
awarded in healdi professions and relat¬ 
ed sciences. 

“The results of the Community College 
Week analysis show that Palm Beach 
Community College is excelling in 


meeting the educational needs of our 
diverse community,” said PBCC 
President Dennis Gallon. “It’s gratifying 
to see our students’ success gaining 
national recognition.” 

The Virginia-based publication devel¬ 
oped die listings after analyzing data 
from the U.S. Department of 
Education. PBCC ranks 28th in total 
degrees awarded in all disciplines to 
minorities, climbing from 42nd the pre¬ 
vious year. It places 33rd in total 
African-American degree earners and 
34th in graduating Hispanics. 

The study also looked at the total occu¬ 
pational certificates awarded, ranking 
PBCC 38th in the nation. Since 1998, 
PBCC has greatly expanded its work¬ 
force training programs and is transi¬ 
tioning 45 Post Secondary Adult 
Vocational programs from die Palm 
Beach County School District. So, 
College leaders predict that this ranking 
also will climb in future years. 

Professor to 
share a Panama 
adventure with 
PBCC students 

While rain forest lovers are flocking 
to Costa Rica, Bob Barry has been 
exploring an undiscovered jewel: 
the rain forest of Panama. 

Dr. Barry, PBCC biology professor, 
lived among the treetops this June in an 
ecotourism facility, the Canopy Tower 
Ecolodge and Nature Observatory. He’ll

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take a group of PBCC students there in 
August. 

The Canopy Tower was formerly a U.S. 
military radar tower in the Soberania Rain 
Forest in central Panama. Today, its “an 
oasis of comfort in the midst of a humid 
rain forest,” Dr. Barry said. He taught the 
towers ecotourism guides an overview of 
rain forest ecology and assisted tower staff 
with various projects. 

“Most tourists are surprised at how beau¬ 
tiful and accessible Panama is,” Dr. Barry 
said. “The powers that be are trying to 
develop ecotourism because they see it as 
a bonanza.” 

Dr. Barry’s enthusiastic description of the 
Soberania Rain Forest reveals some fasci¬ 
nating, little-known truths about the area: 

Panama is the youngest land formation 
on the planet. North and South 
America were once separate, but with 
the formation of the isthmus several 
million years ago, plant and animal 
species from both nordi and south 
intermingle, malting Panamas 
ecology unique. 

I Panama is a premier birding paradise

with nearly 1,000 species. All of North 
America has around 700. 

I From certain vantage points, in a 
country that’s situated from west to 
east rather than nordi to south, both 
the Atlantic and the Pacific oceans 
can be seen. 

I The rain forest regenerates itself when 
trees fall, allowing light to enter the forest 
floor and spur growth of dormant seeds. 

I Rain forest plants must be colorful and 
exotic to survive. With few windborne 
pollens in the dense growth, most 
pollinators are insects and other animals. 
“Rain forest plants have to advertise 
themselves to pollinators to ensure 
perpetuation,” Dr. Barry explained. 

I Ships crossing through the Panama 
Canal travel through a series of locks, 
using 52 million gallons of water per 
ship. That water comes from one source: 
the rain forest, which empties into the 
Rio Chagras (and ultimately, a U.S.-dug 
reservoir damming the river). If the rain 
forests are lost, the canal cant operate. 

That’s why Dr. Barry will be talcing 
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PBCC students to Panama this August: to 
teach them the relationship between the 
rain forest and the canal, and “because of 
the rain forests’ importance to the overall 
biosphere.” Students from Community: 
Earth Environmental Society and environ¬ 
mental conservation classes will take a 
night hike in the Soberam'a, see the canal 
locks, climb the summit of a volcanic 
island where they’ll see poison dart frogs 
and descend the crater of an inactive vol¬ 
cano whose entire rim is rain forest. 


“I want them to get an 
understanding of and 
appreciation for the 
youngness of the land, 
the forces that 
formed it and the 
species that inter¬ 
mingle from North 
and South 
America,” Dr. Barry 
said. 


“Most tourists are surprised at 
how beautiful and accessible 
Panama is, ” Dr. Barry said. 
“The powers that be are trying to 
develop ecotourism because they 


shaped nests hanging in the trees, as Dr. 
Barry was. They may see oddly hanging 
bird nests where one species’ predaceous 
invasion contributes to the survival of the 
other. Whatever happens, the PBCC stu¬ 
dents will be part of the College’s effort to 
expand environmental education. 

Environmental courses are currently being 
written for three tracks of an A.S. degree 
to meet the job market demand: 

hydrology, environmental assessment 
and ecotourism. PBCC’s 

environmental programs are 
evolving, said Patrick 
Haney, associate dean 
of academic affairs in 
Lake Worth. 


Perhaps they will expe¬ 
rience the tranquillity 
Dr. Barry describes while 
being immersed in the tropi¬ 
cal forest and laugh when howler 
monkeys shatter the dawn with their terri¬ 
torial shrieks. If they’re lucky, they won’t 
be attacked by ants from huge, tear-drop

“We are striking 
out in a number of 
different directions 
and as they come 
to fruition, PBCC 
will end up as an 
institution very strong 
in environmental stud¬ 
ies of all types,” Dr.

Food Service 

PBCC is sponsoring the Summer 
Food Service Program through Aug. 9 
for students participating in Upward 
Bound. The program, which began at 
PBCC July 5, is similar to die 
National School Lunch Program. It 
provides nutritionally balanced meals 
for needy children regardless of race, 
color, creed, religion, sex, handicap, 
age or national origin during summer 
vacation when school breakfasts and 
lunches are not available. Children 18 
years of age and younger who qualify 
for a free or reduced price breakfast or 
lunch during the regular school year 
and children receiving food stamps or 
AFDC may receive their meals at no 
charge. Each child must submit an 
Income Eligibility Application. The 
family size and income is then com¬ 
pared with income guidelines.

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Upward Bound 
steers youth to higher education 


Aeriel Coleman already had her sights set 
on going to college. Now the John I. 
Leonard High School sophomore is even 
more focused on the prospect and she 
attributes this to the Upward Bound pro¬ 
gram at PBCC. 

“It puts me in a place where I see I can 
excel,” she said with a grin. “It has 
opened up college more so I know more 
about it.” 

Aeriel is one of 44 students enrolled in the 
summer component of Upward Bound 
which began at PBCC last fall. 

Funded by the U.S. Department of 
Education, Upward Bound targets high 
school students from low-income families 
whose parents did not graduate from col¬ 
lege. It encourages youth to finish high 
school and pursue higher education. 

Although there are about 720 Upward 
Bound programs nationwide, diis is the 
only one in Palm Beach County and one 
of four in South Florida. 


Students said they re happy the program is 
here. 

“They re helping me along die way,” said 
Duriel Odom, who will begin his sopho¬ 
more year at Forest Hill High School this 
year. “If I wasn’t here, I might be outside 
right now running the streets. The classes 
are helping me for next year. I’m already 
learning geometry so I’m going to be 
ahead of the class.” 

“My mother thinks this is a good oppor¬ 
tunity for me since she didn’t go to col¬ 
lege,” said Aerial, a basketball player who 
plans to major in business management 
and eventually play in the 

WNBA. 

The U.S. Department of 
Education awarded 
PBCC a $200,000-a 
year grant for four 
years to establish the 
program. Upward 
Bound includes an 
academic year and a 
summer component that 
offer students tutoring, cul¬ 
tural field trips, college visits, a 
nominal stipend, free room and 
board for the summer program and 
instruction in study skills, English, math, 
science, and foreign language. 

The five-week summer component, which 
began July 5, requires students to live at 
the Student Village. 


Students receive five hours of classroom 
instruction each day and academic and 
career counseling. They participate in 
social and cultural activities, including 
field trips. The students have guest speak¬ 
ers. They also participate in theater and 
dance lessons with artists from the Center 
for Creative Education. 

The youth find valuable life 
lessons even during the 
cultural activities. 

At a recent dance 
class, instructor 
LaRoi Wright of 
the Center lor 
Creative 

Education, wrote 
the word “adversity” 
across the chalk board 
and a quote by Sidney 
Greenberg, “A successful 
man is one who can lay a firm 
foundation with the bricks that others 
dirow at him.” 

Wright said the class is about more than 
learning modern and African dance. 
“Were helping them to have something 
good to stand on in each step they take.

They’re constantly climbing higher to 
reach their individual goals,” Wright said. 

Richard Marshall, director of Upward 
Bound who has 26 years of counseling 
experience, said there is a need for the 
program locally. But like many start-up 
programs, spreading the word and draw¬ 
ing participants has been a challenge. 

“As more kids hear them talk, then their 
interest will begin to mount,” Marshall 
said. “Fun’s a part of it, but the other 
part is what are we doing that’s going to 
ensure these students’ success in higher 
education. That’s the mission. That’s what 
it’s all about.” 

The program initially targeted students 
from John I. Leonard High School, Forest 
Hill High School and Palm Beach Lakes 
Community High School. But it expand¬ 
ed to three other high schools - Palm 
Beach Gardens, Lake Worth and Royal 
Palm Beach - to attract more students. 

Upward Bound was one of the original 
three educational opportunity programs 
created by Congress under the Higher 
Education Act of 1965. Other TRIO pro¬ 
grams include Talent Search, Upward 
Bound Math/Science, Veterans Upward 
Bound, Student Support Services, 
Educational Opportunity Centers and the 
Ronald E. McNair Post-Baccalaureate 
Achievement Program. 

“It’s amazing the difference this program 
can make in kids’ lives. It shows them that 


they can go to college no matter what 
their family background is,” said Tammy 
Greer, PBCC’s grant coordinator. 

She said the college is in the process of 
applying for a grant to start another 
TRIO program - Student Support 
Services. Next year, the college plans to 
apply for a grant for the Educational 
Talent Search program.

SAFETY TIPS 


HFAVY LIFTING 


A third of all injuries repotted to die Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration involve the back. Here are some reminders 
to help protect you when lifting. 

I Only lift loads you can handle safely. 

A Safe Campus is 

I Establish good footing before lifting. No Accident 


I Keep your back straight and don’t bend from the waist. 

I Avoid quick motions while lifting. 

I Move your feet, rather than twist your back 


when turning. If possible, stretch before lift¬ 
ing—it helps. 


I Keep what you are lifting close to your body. 
I Bend at the knees as you pick up the object. 
I Get a good grip on what you are lifting. 


I With your back flat against the wall, slide 
down and back up again. 

I Place hands at your lower back and lean backward without 
bending your knees and hold for 10 seconds. 
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
